Claims 1-5, 9, 14, 15, 18, 23, and 27 have been cancelled. Claims 6-8, 10-13, 16, 17, 19- 
22, 24-26, and 28-32 are allowed. 

REJOINDER: It is noted that withdrawn claims 10-13, 16, 17, 19-22, 24, and 32 are 
hereby rejoined. Said claims were subject to a Species Election requirement on 14 August 2003. 
As allowance of the generic claim has been indicated and the claims depend from and require all 
of the limitations of the allowable generic claim under 37 CRF 1.141, the species recited herein 
are rejoined.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 6-8, 10-13, 
16, 17, 19-22, 24-26, and 28-32 are allowed because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
the methods as recited herein for identifying allosteric modulators of an intermolecular 
interaction associated with a predetermined biological function to be modulated in which the 
interaction occurs between a target protein and a proteinaceous modifier at a functionally critical 
site on a target protein in which the allosteric cavity in within about 15 to 20 angstroms on the 
target protein from the functionally critical site and further calculating the dimensions of the 
cavity and mapping the chemical and/or electrostatic properties of the cavity to identify 
compounds that contain at least one functional group that can be accommodated by the cavity 
and further testing such compounds in an in vitro assay.
